Electrified the World 
It was on Sept. 2 last that Dr. Cook 
electrified the world by telegraph­ 
ing from Lerwick, Shetland Islands, 
that “he had reached the north pole.’* 
He had been absent since early in 
1907, and for a time it was believ­ 
ed that he was lost in the Arctic re* 
gions. His expedition was financed

book on prevention of tuberculosis, 
states that from five to ten per cent 
of the total human mortality from 
tuberculosis Is due to infection from 
Bovine sources. 
The imperial board 
of health of which Dr. Koch is a 
member, after thorough investigation 
reports that eighteen per cent of all 
the deaths from tuberculosis in Ger­ 
many, are caused from Bovine s a re ­ 
es. 
The Royal commission of Eng­ 
land, investigation this subject re­ 
ports that twenty-three per cent of 
the deaths from tuberculosis in that 
country are due to the Bovine in­ 
fection. 
The Bureau of Animal In­ 
dustry of the United States, after a 
very thorough and prolonged inves­ 
tigation along these lines verifies to 
a marked degree the finds of the 
clmmisslon across the water. 
“So it behooves the public in their 
earnest endeavors to stamp iut tu­ 
berculosis to tray and find the main 
cause of this most dreaded disease. 
The people of La Crosse can do much 
to help better the milk supply by in­ 
teresting themselves in this parti­ 
cular way; by making their milkmen 
show their certificate Issued by the 
Health department as many are us­ 
ing different methods of eluding this 
office and are not applying the tu- 
berculine test. 
If parents insist on 
this they will not be endangering 
the lives of their children whom 
are much more susceptive* to this 
disease than adults as they have .not 
the vitality to fight It off. 
If twenty 
per cent of tuberculosis in man is 
due to Bovine Infection and anoth­ 
er twenty per cent is doe to vicious 
lives that are being led it would be 
much easier to battle with the other 
sixty per cent. 
Milwaukee Active 
"On March, 1908, the council of 
Milwaukee passed a similar ordinance 
os ours to go Into effect one year 
later, forbidding the sale of milk ex­ 
cept from tuberculin tested cows, 
in March, 1909,.one day before the 
ordinance went into affect as injunc­ 
tion was secured 
restraining 
the 
Health department from enforcing 
the ordinance. 
The case was imnfe- 
dlately taken Into court and on Sept. 
lith , 1909 the court commission rtn- 
dered a decision sustaining the ordi­ 
nance. 
The conclusion given In the 
report of the 
court is 
as follows: 
‘(first) that Bovine tuberculosis is 
transmissible to man; (second) that 
there Is danger of infection to man 
from Bovine Bacilli In milk from tu­ 
bercular cows, that the twbercullne 
test while not infallible is a reliable 
trustworthy and 
useful 
diagnostic 
agent of tuberculosis, in cattle.’

ter Drew of Madison, filed a vigor 
OU* and comprehensive complaint be­ 
fore the railroad commission this af­ 
ternoon. Every express company op* 
crating in Wisconsin is named in 
the complaint, and the Wells-Fargo 
company is singled out and charged 
with advancing 
the 
rates of th* 
United 
States 
Express 
company 
whom it succeeded in Wisconsin, 50 
per cent. 
The tariffs of the American anc 
National Express companies are cit­ 
ed, showing that at the same time 
the Wells-Fargo advanced Its rates 
these companies advanced their rates 
to a common point. 
The several companies are charged 
with earning excessive dividends on 
inflated and fictitious capitalisation 
A general attack is made on exces­ 
sive salaries paid the officers, and 
the complaint cites in detail the fact 
that express rates in Nebraska are 30 
per cent lower than in Wisconsin. 
The several companies are charged 
with violations of law. The mini­ 
mum express rate under the graduate 
ed tariff tables of 25 cents on the 
smallest packages weighing less than 
four pounds between Milwaukee and 
points within 50 miles is demanded. 
The service of the companies gen­ 
erally between Milwaukee and Wis­ 
consin points Is declares grossly in­ 
adequate and in expeditious. It is de­ 
clared that more adequate service 
should be required, and the greatest 
practicable expedition of city delivery 
in all case* be afforded. 
The most striking portion of the 
complaint is a detailed analyatioh of 
the capital and earnings of the sev­ 
eral companies. 
It is charged the 
companies earn from 8 to IO per cent 
upon a capitalisation from four to 
ten times greater than the actual 
value of the property.

buildings is apt to cause a blaze.
